City taking part 
in worldwide TV 
event for peace

Santa Fe will be part of a 
worldwide television satellite 
hookup on Monday that will 
include major cities in the world 
and will urge world peace 
through communication. 

The event will feature Indian 
dancers from San Juan Pueblo, 
the choir from St, Francis Cathe- 
dral and the metal sculpture of 
Santa Fe artist Tony Price. 

The event will take place in the 
capitol rotunda and the public is 
invited to watch and participate, 
said organizers Dean Alatzas and 
Leslie Larsen, Television screens 
and monitors will be set up in the 
rotunda area to watch the two- 
hour program, most of which will 
originate in Montreal. 

The event is called “Megavi- 
sion” and is the brainchild of 
Soviet film producer Joseph Gol- 
din. He is also founder of a group 
called "Citizen Diplomacy.” 

The event will use modern 
satellite technology to broadcast 
cultural events around the world. 

Goldin’ said’ the ‘core of the 


event will be a concert by the 
World Philharmonic Orchestr 
Montreal 

Other cities participating in the 
event are San Francisco, San 
Diego, Washington, D.C., Gene 
va, Moscow, Paris and London 
Larsen said, 

Santa Fe will have a 10-minute 
segment alter the orchestra con- 
cert, Larsen said, and that will be 
sometime between 7:45 p.m. and 
815 p.m. Monday. People can 
watch the event live and on the 
monitors. 


The Santa Fe portion is tri 
cultural, Alatzas said. Price's 
work, which is made of discarded 
parts from the Los Alamos labo- 
ratories, represents the contribu- 
tion of the Anglo culture. The 
choir is the religious contribution 
of the Hispanic culture and the 
Eagle Dance, which will be 
performed by the San Juan 
Pueblo dancers, is the American 
Indian contribution, 


Peter Garcia, the head of the

to communicate the Indian re- 


spect for nature to the rest of the 
world, 


Harold Littlebird, 'a poet from 
Santo Domingo Pueblo, will help 
narrate the show. 


George Koumantarous, the cre- 
ative director for the show, said

other and give each other space 
to breathe.”
